Applicant thanks Examiner Jacob Choi for conducting the telephonic Examiner Interview 
of March 28, 2005. Examiner Jacob Choi and Applicant's representative, Kelly Patrick 
Fitzgerald (Reg. No. 46,326), were involved in the telephonic Examiner Interview. Mr. Choi and 
Mr. Fitzgerald discussed the pending claims. No e^bits were introduced or discussed. The 
prior art was not discussed. 

Mr. Fitzgerald noted that all pending claims should be in condition for allowance, per the 
Examiner's remarks in the previous Office Action. The Examiner agreed since claims 35-38 
were now canceled. The Examiner indicated that claims 1-26 and 28-33 will be allowed. 

Mr. Fitzgerald also argued that any objections to the drawings should be withdrawn. 

In the final Office Action, the Examiner had objected to the drawings under 37 CFR 
1.83(a). In the final Office Action, the Examiner stated that the drawings fail to show first and 
second light guides posited to be illuminated by the light emitting diode, wherein the first light 
guide provides directional side lighting in a first direction and the second light guide provides 
directional side lighting in a second direction.

Interview Summary 

During the Examiner Interview, Mr. Fitzgerald noted that the feature in question was 
recited in the canceled claims 35-38, but also appears generally in dependent claims 2, 8, 10, 1 5, 
23, 25, 29 and 31. 

Mr. Fitzgerald noted tbal FIGS. 1 & 2 illustrate light guides 14 and 16, which may 
provide directional side lighting in unique directions. Mr, Fitzgerald further noted that FIGS. 9 
and 10 also illustrates light guides 14 and 16, and describe such light guides as providing 
directional side lighting in unique directions. Thus, Mr. Fitzgerald argued that this feature is 
clearly shown in the drawings in compliance with 37 CFR 1.83(a), particularly in the context of 
the accompanying specification and the specific description of light guides 14 and 1 6. 

The Examiner agreed with Mr. Fitzgerald with respect to the drawings, and indicated that 
the objections to the drawings would be withdrawn. The Examiner indicated that a notice of 
allowance would be forthcoming. The Examiner sent Mr. Fitzgerald an unsigned copy of the 
notice of allowance and reasons for allowance. The Examiner indicated that these materials may 
appear slightly different after review and signature by the Primary Examiner,
